One heathen convert told us thai when 
tbe Army aret came ho was q-dlte Jn- 
different— a drunkard and a thlel— but 
hla wlte went to the meeting, and 
eTentufilly got converted. Then she 
started to pray Tor him. He became 
Interested, and went to eee for bimseU, 
which ended in his also getUng saved. 
He said hl8 heart was changed, and 
he had got deUversnce from Bin. 

"A woman who had walked four 
miles to he uresent. was asked wbe- 
tuer her husband was there also, sue 
rppiifld by Baying that her husband 
was a deTil-dancer, and added that she 
was praying tor his salvation. When 
Bbe first went to the meetings he heat 
her ; but. having found aalvaUon, she 
felt she ought to continue to attend. 
Her faithfulness and consistency are 
evIdenUy telling npon hlia. 'For, said 
she, 'ho d=es not beat me so mucl- 
now.' "

What They are Saved from 
Down "Whitechapel Way."

THE twilight of an Engltsh autumn 
evening was gatlierins la dcopsst 
BhadowB as I started out trotn 
Clapton Square. I was accompanied 
by a member of Sirs. BrsmircU Eooth'a 
Stair, and my mission was a Tlisit to 
Whitcbapel Shelter for Women. These 
who love and owe a debt of gratitude 
for spiritual blessings and uplUt to the 
Salvation Army and its revered Gen- 
eral, may imagine my feelings, as ou 
board a tram, we passed out of Clap- 
ton down Hare Street, through Hack- 
ney, to the spot famous as the birth- 
place of the Army. Conflicting emo- 
tions sUr my heart as Mile End came 
Into view, and a mental picture of a 
hrave man, with a mere handmi of 
followers, his head bared to the breeie, 
lifting his voice, and thece lay the 
foundation for a great movement that 
has spread aromid the world, passed 
before me. I could imagine the style 
of tbe class composing hl& crowd, as, 
a tew minutes later, I stood In Hanhury 
Street, Whltechapet, in front of tbe 
Shelter, waiting for admlEsIon. There 
was some little altercation between 
some of the women who waited their 
turn to be admitted. They were dls- 
puting as to the number of pennies 
they bad earned that day, and what 
they Bhonid do with them. 

Seeing two officers In tbe midst of 
this little group, a crowd gathered, 
and In a few nrinutes the street was 
filled with an eager, expectant multi- 
tude, and we could have easily con- 
ducted on Impromptu open-air meet- 
ing.

And such a uruwd ! Such a motley 
sea of faces, scarred, and bruised, and 
dissipated, ragged and wretched, old 
and yonng, little and large, pinched 
and poverty-strJcken, pushing and 
Jostling' each other in their cariosity 
and eagerness to get nearer to us — 
dllllcult to imagine such a crowd In 
fair, well-fed, well-clothed Canada, but 
it was just such a vision of sin, sorrow, 
and need as faced the General over 
thirty years ago, and inspired his burn- 
ing words of hope for the hopeless, 
and salvaUon for all through Jesus 
our Saviour. 

IjsBide the Shelter, a sight of the 
pitiable wreckage of womanhood and 
ulsfortone met me that will never be 
obUterftted fro=j my memory. The 
oScer who conducted me through. In 
the absence of Brigadier Sown, who 
Is In charge, carefully explained that 
there was accommodaticn for oier 
three hundred women, and that the 
place was crowded nightly with wo- 
men, besides a number of children 
whnw nnlw hnniA fg banpatb the 
Armrs roof. The women paid a few 
halfpence for their bed, and in the 
morning went out again to earn suf- 
ficient for the day's needs. 

As 1 passed through the dormitories 
I noticed thai eTfersthlBg sss spot- 
lessly clean, and felt that It Itself must 
be a sermon in WMtechfrpu : 

The Adjutant had been conducdug 
the usual evening service when we 
entered, and before leaving the place 
we visited a large sitting-room furn- 
ished with plain benches, where be- 
tween two and three hundred of the 
poorest and most wretched of london's 
womanhood — hard faces, silver hair, 
and bleared eyes— were BltUDg. They 
were of all agos.wlth some tottering 
on deatii's precipice, and from all 
grades of social declension, many 
biows being furrowed with the marks 
of yeais of Binning. Maiiy of thejn 

np in dirtr saner, and tied with dlrtlnr 
ends of string. In the eyes of many 
a new Ugjit shone, witnessing to the 
power of transforming grace. I said 
t* the oBlcers who conducted va over 
the bulldiBg. "I wlBh you would rn- 
quest them to sins." I Leard tliem 
singing at the regular service, which 
1b held eveiy evening at seven o'elock. 
Then a moat touching Incident took 
place. The Adjutant repeated my de- 
sire to them, and they immodiately 
commenced to sing, "There Is a better 
world, they say, oil, so bright I" and 
they all sang It heartily, eameatly, 
many of them sweetly, the many poor, 
n^ed little ones with their mothers 
Joining In with shrill childish voices, 



clapping their puny, bony hands as aa 
BCCGUiyouimeni.. 

My heart was moved deeply, and I 
had dllHculty in restraining the tears. 
Such a picture of poverty they repre- 
sented, and yet they could sing so 
brightly. I thanked them in a tew 
words for their singing, and said 1 
would remember them en my three 
thousand miles' Journey acroea the 
wide sea. The poor things swayed 
their bodies to and fro in sympathy, 
and many exclaimed, "IcA go with 
yon !" "God bless yon !" It seems 
that in the heart of the most depraved 
and benighted there is a tender spot 
that may be reached by a kind word 
of consideration and sympathy. 



As 1 passed out into the darkness 
of the night, and through the ever- 
thlckenii^E crowd who rushed on, 
toualejieaded and unkempt, among 
the vendors and hawkers, typical of 
this district, out Into the heaving, 
throhhing life or the world's great 
metropolis, In my heart was horn a 



great pity such as I had never exper- 
ienced before, and, as I glanced at 
the many men whose faces bore the 
stamp of depravity and evil, I shud- 
dered, remarking to my companion, 
"Oh, what a blessing such a place Is — 
what temptations these women ore 
saved from !" 

Thla thought ran through my mind 
as we retraced our steps through the 
surging mass of people, and, as the 
tram bore us quickly away from this 
historic spot, dear (as the Army's 
birthplace) to every lover of the Sal- 
vation Army. How often has the 
thought come hack to me sinco that 
day last summer. Just prior to leaving 
the Old Land ! Oh, the snares, the 
pit-falls, the traps thai are set fur Ihe 
unwary feet of poor, frail, despairing, 
weak, helpless womanhood or this 
class ! 

ir we can realize their temptations 
wa can form some estimation of what 
Buch Institutions as the one 1 have 
written of, mean to the homeless poor 
of onr great clUes. The arms of love 
and shelter enfold them through the 
hours of darkness, when the enemy 
Is stalking about with ravenous hunger 
seeking for prey. The otherwise vic- 
tims are shielded from the wickedness 
of their toe, and In the Shelters and 
Homes scattered throughout this and 
every land, they hear of One who will 
save from sin and take from tholr na- 
tures all that responds to the evil in- 
fluences within.

Some few weeluj back it was our 
privilege to bring under the notice of 
our readers the first part of "Religion 
lor Every Day " — a volume crowded 
with mature wisdom which Is the out- 
come ot our beloved General's long 
and wonderful experience ot things 
human and Divine, and tor which we 
predict a useful and lasting destiny. 
With the second volume before me, I 
boldly venture on the widening ot that 
strong assertion so as to include this 
latter arrival, which Is a book of 
equal siz^ and similar fashion to 
the first, and with contents as charm- 
ing as the most sanguine concepUon 
ot its tlUe might lead one to ^suppose. 

Throughout its clear-typed pages 
run fascinating biographical glimpses 
of the almost Ideal relations which 
existed between the author and tbe 
noble woman who was tor so many 
years his life's partner, and these 

Sr,«d a Romance 
and an Interest than which no work 
of fictloa could possess a stronger. 

The subjects dealt with are of so 
delicate a nature that few tuuld nave 
handled them efficiently : and eveir 
granted the necessary skill In' this di- 
rection, the Q&aliUcs of stssTvatlon 
and penetration wblcb characterize 
the Genera] may have been locking. 
Here are displayed something like a 
perfect combination of tact and know- 
ledge, tender aympathy hut inflexible 
rectitude, the purest sentiment and 
the keenest common-sense. Should 
any person with a turn for criticism 
donbt the necessity for special guid- 
ance on matters which are usually 
ccEsiderEd to be ao much part and 
parcel of human nature, I ean only 
advise that one, first, to look around 
him and observe the ill-starred matrl- 
Ti'ivViiiiii 'alllttBCBa tu; ctjmmon areund 
us, ftTid thpn to careful!? peruse "I-^ve, 
Marriage, and Home," with the actual 
state ot things definitely fixed In "the 
mind. 

Th= Openlna Chapter 

deals with Courtship — most Intereat- 
Ing and most appropriate of begin- 
nings. The General makes this appear 
no light-headed business : — 
"I have watched many yonng people 
. make plenteous misery for those con- 
nected vrith them, spoil their own 
lives, and aacriflee po8Blt)lllUes of 
great usefulness, by foolish or un- 
sanctlfled engagements. If the back- 
sliders of the land, who bavn made 
shipwreck of faith by early, irregular. 



or Cbrlstless courtehlps, were counted, 
I am convinced that the total would 
he a terrlbio figure." 

The section devoted to "The Choice 
of a Partner," Is of sterling value. 
Here, Indeed, there are likely to be 
rocks ahead, Tho Gflneral flies some 
warning signals ; oh, that thousands 
may see and heed them ! 

"My comrades, unless you have 
made up your minds to the appalling 
consequences of hackslldinE your- 
selves, and rearing up a family to 
serve the devil, do not marry, under 
any pretence whatever, except you 
can marry In the Lord." 

Not, however, that this or any other 
portion of tho book Is mero goojy- 
goodylsm, I repeat, practical eommon 
sense Is one of Its leading features, 
as when tbe General dwells upon the 
question of health, affinity, and that 
Indispensable poGGessIou of both 
parties alike— love : "If there Is no 
love, in the name of al] that is saered 
and righteous in earth and heaven, 
'i rorbid ilio Banne I' " 

Not less emphatic — my own obser- 
vation leads me to say not less re- 
quired—Is the short article on "How 
to Make Love." i cummend it to ail 
young people, whether Inside or out- 
sTde our ranks, "Beware," aays the 
writer, "of making your engagemeia 
tbe occasion ot any conduct or cen- 
versatlon that is silly, or trivial, or 
unbecoming of your calling as the 
sons and dauehtern nt God." This Ir 
splendid : — 

" Never quarrel through tbe post- 
offlcB. Pnatponn the settlement ot 
overy dinieiilty Ull you have the op- 
portunity of meeting face to face ; 
and then, together, hand In band, nnd 
eye to eye, doubts and misgivings 
will readily fly away." 

I admlro tbe wisdom and strict Im- 
partiality with which the scales sre 
held In the discussion of thp "Advar.t- 
agea and DIsndvantageH o[ Marriage." 
The question Is of special import to 
women, and will, if i mistake not, 
win their entire approbation. Taking 
a step further. "The Wedding," la 
touched with a sensible finger ; I 
immensely like the General's sugges- 
tion that the joy ot the occasion 
should find expression In seeing that 
"soma bumble comrade, some lonely 
widow, or some needy stranger," has 
a share In the happiness and plenty 
of the day. Naturally, "Beginning 
Arlgrii," follows bard after the event 
noted — the counsel Is splendid. 

No space Is left me to dwell upon 
the two weighty chapters wblcb treat 
of "The Relations of Husband a.^d 



Wife." They are among the most 
forcible In the book. On the right 
view of the subject what 

Happiness is at Stake I 
Could anything be better put than 
this 7— 

"Much of tho love, in the married 
life of many, dies of starvation— any- 
way, from neglect If you cultivate It, 
you will have an ahundant hBrv-"Bt • 
It you do It 7iolw.ce, or leave it un- 
tended, thorns will choke it, and It 
will probably utterly perish." 

Or more beautiful than the follow- 
ing 7— 

"I loved my bride before I took her 
to the altar ; but I loved her more, 
and derived more bapplnesa trom my 
love, twenty years after that sacred 
event, than I did before." 

The buslrand's privileges and duties 
are considered at length, and find a 
counterpart In a description of the 
duties which wives owe to their hus- 
bands. With deep Insight, sincerity 
and Justice, the Genera! has looked 
at matters all round, and his conclus- 
ions are worthy alike ot his heart and 
bis head. I will not attempt an an- 
alysis ; these pagea muat be read as 
they stand. 

"Home" will touch the heat chorda 
In most natures. Its tremendous Im- 
portance Is vividly shown, its tempor- 
al and spiritual welfare regarded, snd 
valuable advice tendered couceinlng 

"A!! "bo are responslhlo for the 
well-being ot home, should enquire, 
before they attempt Its estahlishment, 
and often pause after It has come 
Into existence, to ask the question, 
' How can we make home better an- 
swer to God'a Ideal ?' " 

In the "Training ot Children" la 
embodied counsel of a truly helpful 
kind, Tho General speaks aa an ex- 
pert, aJid every parent ought to read 
wliBt is said on the burning topic of 
"Education."' 

To Buro up, I would say : Give "Re- 
ligion for Every Day" a prominent 
place on your book-shelf, and put Its 
twin-volume alongside It ! I write 
this to SalvaUonists In parUcular, but 
to everybody in general. . 



Saved in the Prison Cell. 

The following extract is taken from 
a letter sent to tbe Editor by an In- 
mate of the Central Prison, Toronto, 
who was saved recently through the 
efforts ot the Army. 

"I asked myaelf the question; How 
can I get saved 7 Me, who had com- 
mitted the moEt atrocious erimes, and 
wbo has Indulged In the most degrad- 
ing slna that have ever been com- 
mitted by mankind, how could I tall 
upon my kneea and ask forglvoneee ? 
It would be of no use ; I was too far 
gone, and God would not forgive me. 
Belng a Roman Catholic, I went to mv 
prisBt and told him all of my slna. 
He granted me forgiveness, but was I 
forgiven 7 No, a thousand times no ! 

I lived for two 
daya loncor In flmt position of aus- 
penpe. God was striving with me 
during that time. At last I slopped 
and thought for a while. Then the 
truth dawned upon me that God would 
forgive me. I fell upon ray kucea and 
cried with my whole soul, 'O God, be 
me^cl^ll to me. a sinner!' When I 
arose from my knecS I waa saved, 1 
believed, and I was saved ; no long- 
er being In deapatr, for I was follow- 
ing a light, It was the Light of the 
World.

It is twite as much as 
paid out for boots and shoes ; four 
times as much 55 for tbe education 
of the youth ; five times and a-half as 
much as contribut*:ti towards Christ' nH 
missions. 

The amount spent in drinli in one 
year would huild a complete new city 
for a population of fifty thousand peo- 
ple, allowing each family of five a 
home worth $2,000 and ?300 for fum- 
ishlDg the same, and leavlne nearly 
ten mllHon dollars for i=chnols, t-ellg- 
lons edifices, public buildings, and 
other public works. Think of it, a 
whole city Fwallowed un in drink 
every year ; 

To say these figures are appalling is 
altogether too inadequate a term.

My Dear Comradea, — 

I have been talking to you in my 
ioie ietiers about tho nature and neces- 
sity of repentance. I hope you under- 
stood my meaning, I sia sure you will 
find the knowledge useful. But you 
will taiow also that there is another 
act of the soul that must he performed 
before salvation can he realized, and 
liftl i: laith. Kothing is more fre- 
Quently Insisted upon in the Bible, or 
mtfre commonly dwelt on in our soers 
and teachings, than the answer made 
to the jailor who was convicted 
through the singing Of Paul and Silas, 
when he inquired for the way of sal- 
vation, and that waa, "Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou ahalt be 
saved." 

There Are Different Kinds of Faith. 

There is faith in the existence of God; 
faith la His oversight anil r*re: faith 
In Bis presence with us in times of 
trouble; and faith in His being able 
to deliver us. There is faith In His 
co-operatjcn tn our work for Him, and 
there is the faith we exercise in Him, 
living, dying, and for ever. 

1 have already written several let-

Sri far, so good ; but It is now more 
imptirtant than I can describe, that 

Yoi: Should be Able to Rightly Ex- 
plain 

to e very anxious soul that may ask you 
what be must bellove lu order to find 
the same blessed salvation, l«t me 
trj- and show this— 

1. He must believe that be is a sin- 
ner needing the mercy of God, Wltb- 
oni ihJE conviction that he Is wrong 
and destined to be cast away into hell 
on account of bis sins, there la little 
or to Lone that hn will humble him- 
sell to Eeek the forgiveness of God. 
TTnt 1 t man teiieycs tiat ho Is sicS 
he Is not likely to trust himself to the 
care of the physician. 

If you want men to believe in the 
compassion and mercy of Christ, strive 
to maKe them belteve In the evil of 
the!.'- own hearts, in tho wIckednsBS of 
their Uvea, and in the shameful In- . 
gratitude of their treatment of the 
Savio-iir -who died for them. When they 
see the greatness of their sin they wiil 
cry for mercy. 



2. He must Ijelieve that Qod means 
JiMt. what. He says when He promtses 
•litn sHlvfiUaE. Unless a man boHavos 
that God is really slnoere when He 
ileclares His wllilnsuess to receive 
and save hlni If he comes In the way 
that He has laid down, you will never 
be able to carry him much further. 

If the. 8lnn«r has any Doubts 

on this point, yoii can easily show him 
by the sacrifice Jesus Christ has made, 
and the promise He has given, that 
He is not only willing hut exceedingly 
onxIouE to receive and forgive nil that 
will come to Him, If necessary, you 
must go over this again and again.

Now, no one need find It difficult to 
discover whether be cemes In the right 
way ; Indeed, he cannot very well 
come In a wrong way if he is only 
sincere and comes wltn all bis heart. 
The plan is so exceedingly simple that 
a little thought will make this plain 
to every honest seeker. ■

should be made to swallow a halt-glass 
of water nvfiry hour. Older perBone 
may take a glasaful hnur<y. Induce 
the patient to take the water hot, it 
possible, or at leaat warm, as this 
favors perspiration, which is Important 
In this disease. It the child cannot 
drink a sulDcIent quantity of water, 
wblch should not be less than two 
quarts to twenty-four hours, water 
should be administered by enema- 
Persptratlon should also be encour- 
aged by a blanket pack, which should 
be administered twice a day during 
the nrst few days of the disease. This 
consists of wrapping the patient in a 
blanket wrung out in worm water. He 
should be kept In the pack from 
twenty to forty minutes, or until pro- 
fuse perspiration is Induced. After 
the pack, wrsp him in a warm blanket 
to prevent talcing cold, and to favor 
the continuance of perspiration to a 
moderate degree. The blanket pack 
relieves restlessness, lessens tever, 
and improves all the symptoms, be- 
sides aiding the separation of the 
membrane. Frequently children sick 
with this disease, with a temperature 
up to nearly one hundred and tour and 
B-halt degrees, and in a state of almost 
complete collapse, have been brought 
back to. consciousness, and so greatly 
Improved In every pEtrllcnlar 'Within 
the short space of two hours, hy the 
aid of the blanket pack, that the 
change seemed to be scarcely less 
than a miracle. In twenty-four hours 
patients will often be convalescent and 
malce an excellent recovery. 

5. It Is most Important that food 
should be administered in sufQcIent 
quantities to maintain strength. It 
should be light, consisting of fruit 
Juices, gruels, milk, milktoast, boiled 
rice, and slmllsr foods, excluding 
meats of all ktndd, pastry, and every- 
tulng duncuil of dlgeaUon. if the child 
is unable to swallow, nutritive 
enemata of peptonized beef may be 
used advantageously. 

Of course. It Is undorstood that cases 
of this disease are so grave that no 
person not medically educated should 
undertake the management of a case 
without the advice of a physician ; 
but we feel sure that no Intelligent 
physician would abject to the meas- 
ures here outlined. Copious -water- 
drinking, and the use of the blanket 
pack, we consider among the most 
Important remedies. If to these be 
added the appllcaUon of heat and 
cold to the throat this short category 
will Include the moat valuable rem- 
edies for use In this disease.

CKAPTEa XXXII. 
Maximilian li a.D. 1EG4. 

Maximilian II. was thirty-seven years 
of age when he succeeded his tather. 
He was a kindly, warra-hearted man, 
beloved by all, and he allowed bo much 
freedom to the Lutherans that he was 
sometimes accused of being one him- 
self. He could speak bIx languages 
with ease, and King Henry 111. of 
France declared that he was the most 
accomplished gentleman he ever met 
He was so Industrious that IUb chan- 
cellor said that If he had not been 
Emperor he would have been the best 
of chancellors, and he was always 
ready to hear the peUiions of the 
meanest of his subiecta. His Bohem- 
Ian subjecta said of him that tliey were 
M bappy under him as If he bad been 
Uielr father, and all bis people would 
have given the same charaater ot him 

Unfortunately, whatever be did in 
bis own dominions of Austria, Hun- 
gary, and Bohemia, he held little 
power over the princes of the Empire, 
and they would not listen to bis coun- 
sel. It had become the custom of the 
Germans to go forth as soldiers, calling 
themselves Landsknechts, and hlrln- 
themselves out to flght no matter In 
what cause, provided they were weli 
paid, and got plenty of plunder. This 
took thorn away from their proper 
work; there T.'crc not nicu euuujih 
left to till the smiind, ant! such as 
came back were horribly idle, lawless 
and wicked, unfit for a peaceful life 
Maximilian tried to get the Diet to 
forbid the men of Oormany from tak- 
Ing service with other princes, but he 
could not succeed, and Germans fought 
all through the wars In France and 
the Netherlands. However, the Diet 
agreed with the Kaiser in trying to put 
down this horrible lawlessness of some 
of the barons. There was a kuleht 
called Withelm ot Grumbacb who had 
ravaged Pranconia with Are and sword, 
and bad ended hy murdering the Bis- 
hop ot Wurtzburg. He had been put 
under the ban of the Empire, but 
Friedrlch of Saxony, eon of the de- 
prived Elector, Johann Frledrlch 
thought proper to give him shelter at 
Gotha, and for soven years the edict 
could not be performed, but at last the 
Elector August came before Gotha 
with a army, and forced it to surrend- 
er, when Grumbacb, alter being bar- 
bnronaiy tnrt-jrcd, was Lorn to pieces 
by wild horses, and Frledrlch was 
ImprieouGd, and deprived of bis lands, 
which T.'cro divided between hlB two 
sons. 

Maximilian was a Arm ally of Queen 
Elizabeth, and there was a plan at one 
time ot one ot his many sons marrying 
her, but this oame to nothing. Hla 
daughter Elizabeth married Charles 
IX. ot France, and was quite broken- 
hearted by the cruelties she saw at 
bis court Maximilian himself showed 
the greatest grlct iad inuleuaiion ai 
the Massacre of St Bartholomew, an!? 
always stood up for what was Just and 
merciful. 

His wife was Maria, daughter of 
Charles V., for the Austrian prince;) 
were tar too apt to marry their cous- 
ins, and having no Infusion of fresh 
spirit, the family became duller and 
duller, and none of the five sons oC 
Maximilian were equal to himself. The 
third of- them, who bore tlie satns 
DHDie as hid father, waa elected King 
of Poland by arc p.irty. br? r.r.othT 
party chose Siegmuud of Sweden, and 
defeated him. Afterwards he was 
made Grand Master of the remtilTis ot 
the Teutonic Order. Tho estates of 
that Order In Eastern Prussia could 
not be recovered from the Rlfictnr of 
Brandenburg, to whom the Grand Mas- 
ter Albrecht had left them, for the 
Protestant princes mustered very 
stronRly In the Diet, and would not 
give up a tragment of the Church lands 
which tbey had seized, andntllftiBmn 
peror was determined notfiteiigo to
